Its organization has been used to pro- 
mote the great co-operative enterprises 
which have come into being in Alberta 
during the past three years, 

Feeling that the party system of 
government had outlived its usefulness, 
and had proved incapable of grappling 
with the complicated social and econ- 
omic problems of the newer civiliza- 
tion, it entered the political field 
shortly after the war, and was success- 
ful in the Federal election of 1921 in

In addition to applying this principle 
to ordinary administrative affairs, it 
is also applied to judgeships, senator- 
ships, Lieut.-Governorships, etc., thus
